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ALLEGED HOLD-UP 
MEN ARE ON TRIAL 


Nelson Grand Jury Brings in True 
Bill Against Varlow and 
Babcock. 


Fernie, B.C., May 17.—The_ regular 
spring session of the East Kootenay 
assizes opened here today, Chief Jus- 
tice Gordon Hunter of Victoria pre- 
siding. The docket is a emall one, on- 
ly four criminal and one or two civi 
cases being on the list. 

At the morning session the grand 
jury was called and sworn, His Lord- 
ship giving his instructions as to the 
matters to be considered by them and 
they went to their room, There the 
charges were considered against Fred 
Varlow,, ex-policeman, and Nat Bab- 
cock, who had been committed for 
trial by Magistrate Alexander on a 
charge of complicity in the holdup at 
Coal Creek last February when the sum 
of $1100 was taken from an employee 
of the Trites Wood Company, as he 
was returning to Fernie after receiv- 
ing the day’s collections at the Coal 
Oreek store. 

At the afternoon session the — grand 
jury filed into court presenting 4 
true bill against the two accused men. 
The selection of a jury to sit upon the 
case occupied very little time, only 
thirty-three men being called from 
the large panel which had been drawn 
for the term and the twelve tnal jury- 
men were secured. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
formal charges and the plea of “not 
guilty” having been entered by the 
two prisoners at the bar, W. R. Ross, 
K.C., counsel for them, asked for a 
dismissal of his clients upon the 
ground that they had been committed 
to be tried at the firt court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, contending that a 
session of a competent court had tak- 
en place and that therefore this court 
was without jurisdiction in the case. 
The protest was noted but over-ruled 
and ¥. 1A. MacDonald, K.C., of Van- 
couver, Orown prosecutor, opened the 
case by outlining to the jury the main 
points of the case as he proposed to 
place it before them. ‘ 

A plan of the grounds where the al- 
leged offense was committed was 
presented to His' Lordship and the 
jury, for their inspection, after which 
the court was adjourned in order to 
take the jury and all concerned in 
the case to Coal Creek where — the 
ground described in the submitted 
plan was gone over and the party re- 
turned to Fernie.

+ MORSE MUST SERVE TERM. . 


lee King's Effort to Obtain Release from 
Prison Fails. 


Washington, D.C., May 17.—Charles 
W. Morse will serve his ten-year sen- 
tence in the federal penitentiary at At- 
lanta unless pardoned by the President 
or released by death. The supreme 
court today refused the motion of Mar- 
tin W. Littleton, Morse’*® counsel, for 
leave to file a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus. Should this leave have 
been granted by the supreme court, Mr. 
Littleton hoped to secure a new trial 
for Mr. Morse by convincing the court 
that Merse did not have a fair trial and 
that he has been sentenced to a pr'son 
term longer than warranted wnder the 
conetitution for the crime with which 


he is charged. Refusal by the court te 
consider such a petition defeats any 
move along t.15 line that Mr, Little- 


ton may have made. It is said the only 
hope of freedom for Morse rests now 
with the President in the cxrcise of 
the pardoning power 


ANOTHER UPRISING 
EXPECTED IN HONAN 


United States Gunboat Helena Tele- 
graphs State Denartment at Wash- 
ington That Conditions at Chang 
Sha, Capital of Province, Are 
Serious—Foreigners Scek Refuge. 


Washington, May 17.—Another up- 
rising at Chang Sha, China, is very 
much feared. The commander of the 
United States gunboat Helena, has 
telegraphed the state department from 
Hankow to the effect that the condit- 
ions at Chang Sha are most serious 
and that all foreigners were notified 
Officially on the 11th inet. to seek re- 
fuge on the ships that were available. 
The war vessels in the river are be- 
lieved to be sufficiently strong to con- 
trol the situation. Although the state 
department has not been officially, ad- 
vieed as to the nature or cause of the 
prenent threatened uprising, it is be- 
ieved’ that it is directed principally 
against the Manchu government. it 
was pointed out that revoiutionary up- 
risings are of frequent occurrence 
throughout China but that in most 
cases the scenes of the disturbances 
are so remote from the news centres 
that many of them pass without the 
facts ever becoming known. 

The present movement, however, ‘n 
Honan province, is of more than ordi- 
nary significance, inasmuch as the 
province is one of the most wealthy 
and important in all China. During 
the last century the troops from 
Honan have borne the brunt of many 
conflicts and credit is given them for 
suppressing the Taiping rebellion, in 
which the contest lasted from 1855 to 
1864. The proposed line of railroad 
from’ Hankow south runs directly 
through this province and it is be- 
lieved that the disturbed conditions 
there will stimulate the Chinese au- 
thorities to their best efforts to secure 
the construction of this road at an 
early date as is possible, as upon its 
completion, the government will be in 
a position to rush troops to the dis- 
affected sections in case of formidable 
uprisings. 


AVIATOR KILLED. 


Chauvette Michelin's Monopli-ne 
Misbehaved at Lyons. 


Lyons, May 14.—Chauvette Miche- 
lin, a young Frenchman, met a tra- 
gic death here yesterday while com 
peting in the races of an aviation 
meeting. Shortly after leaving the 
ground in an Antoinette monoplane 
Michelin seemed to jose control of 
the machine, which bumped into a 
telephone booth and then knocked 
over a derrick, which struck the 
aviator, fracturing his skull. 

When the spectators saw what had 
happened they wrecked the barriers 
which were built to keep the crowds 
from the aviation field and rushed 
to the spot whene the monoplane 
way lying. Michelin was still in 
the seat of the machine. He was 
quickly taken to a hospital, where 
his skull was trepanned. He died 
shortly after the operation, Miche- 
lin was only 23 years old. 

To an assistant who wished him 
good luck as his machine rose today, 
the young aviator said; “No more 
aviation for me after this meeting. 
I have had enough.” 


Saw Mill Burned. 


Grandview, Man., May 1—T. A. 
Burrows’ large saw mill, which was 
to start the season’s cut on Monday 
next, was burned to the ground this 
evening about 7.30 o’clock, It is sup- 
posed that sparks from tse emery 
wheel started the fire. The Joss on the 
mill is about $50,000, which is about 
half covered by insurance. Mr. Bur- 
yows has a further loss in that he has 
about 10,000,000 feet of logs in the 
river ready to cut. He is already 
working on plans for rebuilding.

The Clothing that Meets the Requirements 


Statement to Manitoba Free Press Special Correspondent of J. A. Ward, 


Who Suffered By It In South Port al—Alleges Collusion Between Ameri- 
can Veterinary and a Livery Stable or Quarantine Keener—Extortion- 
ate Charges and Settlers in Absolute Want . 


North Portal, May 16.—During the 
second day I spent here studying the 
immigration conditions and the opera- 
tions of the horse traffickers at work 
among the settlers en route to Canada, 
I was able to secure what would seem 
to be proof positive of collusion be- 
tween an American veterinarian in- 
spector and the gang. A brief recital 
of the circumstances is sufficient to 
give an idea of how pernicious this 
scheme is, and how disastrous it may 
be to a settler. 

The victim of the gang in this case 
was J. A. Ward, of Rankin county, 
Missouri, a very wealthy rancher and 
stockbreeder of that state and also of 
Nebraska. Ward is now located on 
Mouse Creek, 11 miles northeast of 
Portal and a few miles out from Este- 
van, and he will endorse fully what is 
related hereafter. 

Ward arrived at Portal, his two car- 
loads of stock and effects were hauled 
directly through into the Canadian 
yards whereas they should have been 
left. on the south side of the line, In- 
cluded in his shipment were $2,700 
worth of horses and mules all of which 
had been inspected by a veterinarian 
who was not recognized by the Can- 


tagion or infection to the others 
through such walls would be impos- 
sible. He offered to let the American 
inspector carry the keys all the time 
to assure him that every regulation 
of quarantine would be respected, out 
this was of no avail. He must take 
his valuable animals, worth $550, to 
the pest-laden stable. In vain he 
complained of the unreasonable injus- 
tice of this, but the only satisfaction 
he got was the curt order, “Put your 
horses where other people put theirs.” 
Thinks There Was an Understanding. 

Ward argues there could be only 
one reason for this, and that is collus- 
ion between the veterinarian and the 
livery stable or quarantine stable 
owners. The latter wanted the 75 
cents per head per day which he 
would otherwise not have got, and 
Ward believes the gang wanted his 
valuable mare and mule, With true 
Missouri, direct and emphatic lan- 
guage he taxed them with this, but 
they only laughed at him; and he 
thereupon declared that they would 
never get those animals neither would 
they shoot them, as he would take 
them back to Missouri first. Ward is 
very wealthy and is in a position to 


for shooting and burying a horse at 
$7, as a prevailing price, though some 
have secured reduced prices. In view 


of the fact that the equine cemetery 


is only about half a mile from the 


quarantine barns a man can make rea 
sonable wages at that scale of prices. 


Quarantine Is Costly. 

All these things combine, however, 
to make it decidedly expensive for a 
settler to be detained at the boundary 
for a quarantine, for in addition to the 
loas of one or more animals which he 
is likely to incur, he must pay the foi- 
lowing fixed charges per animal:
